HELP FROM TOBACCO. 

The Finance Committee of the Chamber 
of Deputies to-day adopted by 12 votes to 7 
the Government’s two proposals, for the 
creation of a sinking fund and for the 
management of National Defence Bonds. M. 
Poincaré explained the nature and the im- 
portance of the Government's plans. He said 
that the Government was resolved to pro- 
ceed with the gradual consolidation of the 
short term debt, which would be entirely 
voluntarily. He added that the sinking fund 
for the service of National Defence Bonds 
would be fed by the proceeds of the tobacco 
monopoly, which, if insufficient, would be 
ey rmeated by a grant from the Budget. 

M. Poincar{ thought that supplementary 
grants would only be necessary at the com 
mencement of the operation of the tobacco 
monopoly by an independent management. 

For the redemption of the bonds, the fund 

would have the proceeds of succession duties 
and on the extraordinary tax on transfers, 
as well as the majority of the receipts pro- 
vided for the sinking fund under the flaw 
of April 29th, 1926. 
The Prime Minister emphasised that the 
independent sinking fund would only prove 
of real worth if its independence and the 
funds attributed to it were settled finally. 
With this object in view, he said, the Go- 
vernment had asked for a meeting of the 
National Assembly to make these proposals a 
part of the Constitution. 

He gave an assurance that the advances to 
be made to the sinking fund would have 
nothing in common with those made by the 
Bank of France to the State, and that in no 
case would he contemplate any increase in 
the legal limit of these advances. 


THE NOTE ISSUE. 


M. Poincare explained that the object of 
the Government was to complete the pre- 
lyminaries of financial rehabilitation and to 
facilitate the stabilisation of the franc. An 
essential object was io strengthen’ the 
metallic reserve of the Bank of France, and 
consequently the value of the note circulation.

MR. AMERY ON DOMINION 
SETTLEMENT.

The Dominions and Colonial Secretary, Mr. 
L. 8. Amery, was the‘ principal. guest at a 
luncheon held at the Holborn estaurant, 
London, yesterday, in connection with the 
City of London Vacation Course in Educa- 
tion. 

Mr. A. A. Somerville, M.P., who pre- 
sided, said that the problem that they, as 
teachers, had to face was that while training 
the body and mind of the young they had 
to train and guide the young mind ‘so that 
it did not get a distate of manual labour, but 
came to feel proud of it. With that in view, 
they had to guide their teaching. 


EXPANSION OF ENGLAND. 

Mr. Amery reminded his hearers that 
Britain, as we knew it to-day, was created 
out of a simple agricultural England mainly 
as a result of the expansion of its people 
across the seas and of the reaction of that 
expansion upon the home country. He 
believed that in the same way the future of 


| this country at home would depend entirely 


upon the development of a further expansion 
of our people across the seas, and upon the 
growth of the young and scantily populated 
Dominions which form part of the British 
Empire. The development of the Dominions 
had been very slow. indeed. 

The most striking fact about the British 
Empire was not the rapidity of its 
development, but the slowness of its develop- 
ment during the last century, as compared 
with the development of the United States. 
It was only during the two or three decades 
hefore the war that a new interest in the 
British Empire began to be felt and the 
flow of migration once more turned towards 
the British Dominions, and particularly 
towards Canada. The growing importance of 
Dominion trade began to be realised at home, 
as trade with the United States and with 
Europe began to be restricted by a succession 
of national tariffs. Then came the great 
interlude of the world war. In that war we 
realised something of what it meant to us 
to have free partner nations in other parts 
of the world. 


CHANGES WROUGHT BY WAR. 

Mr. Amery said that he did not think that 
Germany or any other nation realised that 
such a source of free strength lay at our 
disposal in a great emergency. The war 
resulted’ in a restriction of that flow of 
migration which had become an essential 
part of our economic system. Despite the 
fact that there had been such a heavy loss 
of life, the population of this country, instead 
of being less than it would have been, was 
actually a million greater. On the other 
hand, the population of the Dominions was 
probably some two millions less than it would 
have been. Therefore, the most elastic and 
the most promising part of our trade was 
crippled by these changes. 

Personally he believed that the flow of 
migration from our shores could not reach 
its full power until assistance to migration 
was complemented, as it was in the old days, 
by a deliberate economic policy which would 
give encouragement to the settler overseas by 
buying his goods in this country, and by 
seeing that the flow of capital from this coun- 


try was also directed primarily for the de- 
velopment of British territories and British 
settlement, rather than to the general de- 
velopment of any trade proposition that might 
offer itself in any part of the world. He be- 
lieved that in following such a policy we 
would be laying the foundations of future ex- 
pansion such as had not been witnessed in 
our history, or in any other histery 

Great as had been the expansion of Eng- 
land and the United States in -he past fifty 
vears, he believed that it was only a small 
thing as compared with what might be the 
expansion of the British Empire during the 
next fifty years, if only we had the courage 
to embark on a great policv, broadly con 
ceived, with the obiect of utilising to the full 
the immense natural resources which our fore- 
fathers had won for us all over the world. 
We must utilise these resources in the first 
place for the benefit of our own race 
Secondly. we must welcome al] those active 
spirits from other lands who might wish to 
come and join us in that work. and we must 
also continue effectively to play that part 
which we had always played in the history 
of the world. and to contribute to the peace 
and the cultural development of the world at 
large.

HE Prince of Wales, in his presi- 
dential address to the British Asso- 
ciation at Oxford last night, devoted him- 
self almost exclusively to the relationship 
between science and ¢he State. 

He told something of his ‘‘ general im- 
pression of the bearing of scientific 
research on the daily life of the com- 
munity, and how that relationship can le 
developed by the mutual co-operation of 
scientific workers and the State.” 

He expressed the belief that the mutual 
distrust which used to exist between science 
and the State had almost, if not wholly, 
been removed, and he traced how the State 
had come to take a more active and prac- 
tical interest in scientific research ; but he 
reminded them that there was no excuse 
for the lessening of interest on the part 
of societies and individuals

THE ASSOCIATION’S REPLY 

Before delivering his speech the Prince read 
the following message from the King :— 

“I am sensible of the distinction conferréd 
upon my dear son, the Prince of Wales, in 
presiding at this year’s meeting of the 
british Association for the Advancement of 
Science; for I realise that no member of my 
family has occupied this position since m) 
grandfather was President in 1859. I cannot 
do better than repeat the assurances then 
made by the Prince Consort on behalf ot 
Queen Victoria, and express my deep appre- 
ciation of the all-important, ceaseless !abours 
in the cause of science of those eminent men 
who enjoy the membership of your world- 
renowned Society.” 

On behalf of the Association the following 
reply was sent to His Majesty .— 

“The members of the British Association 
far the Advancement of Science, assembled 
at Oxford, humbly beg to express to Your 
Majesty their loyal appreciation of the 
patronage extended to the Association by 
vour father and yourself, and of Your 
Majesties’ repeated expressions of personal 
interest in its work. 

“The advancement of science is the constant 
object of the British Association, to give a 
stronger impulse and more systematic direc 
tion to scientific inquiry, to promote the 
intercourse of those who cultivate science :n 
different parts of the British Empire with one 
another, and with foreign philosophers: to 
ebtain a greater degree «f national attention 
to tne objects of science by removing those 
disadvantages which impede its progress, for 
the well-being of Your Majesty’s realm and 
the general good of mankind

A VIEW OF SCIENCE. 
ADVANTAGE OF OPEN EYES. 

The Prince in the course of his address 
said: “It might appear a hopeless for 
anvone who knows nothing of science to talk 
to vou, who know everything about science.’ 
He added, however, that science was only 
another name for knowledge, and any man 
who went about the world with his eyes open 
could not fail to acquire knowledge of some 
sort. which, if he could express it, must 
appeal to any audience. Though he could 
claim no insight into pure science, he coutd 


ask 


fairly claim an onlooker’s experience of very 
many practical instances of science as applied 
to the needs cí our civilisation to-day. 

“In things, military and naval,’ he went 
on. “in factories, workshops, mines, rail- 
roads, in contact with the every-day problems 
of education, health, land settlement, agri- 
culture, transport or housing, in all such 
varied departments of human life, it has been 
born@ in on me more and more that if civilisa- 
tion is to go on, it can only progress along a 
road of which the foundations have been laid 
by scientific thought and research. More 
than that, I have come to realise that the 
future solution of practically all the domestic 
and social difticulties with which we have to 
grapple nowadays will only be found by 
scientific methods. ' 

He thought that it was a good thing to 
reflect upon the intimate association of tli 
results of scientific research with 
daily lives and affairs of 
one of us, if only because by doing so it 
might dispel an attitude towards — science 
which personified it somewhat as the ancients 
personified the powc” of darkness, and 1n 
vested it with some of their sinister attributes. 
Such an attitude mind was fortunatels 
less common than it used to be. 


NINETY-FOUR YEARS AGO. 

The Prince recalled that the second meet 
ing of the Asseciation took place at Oxford 
in 1832. At that time the University was not 
without distinguished cultivators of science, 
but a strong body of opinion resented the 
recognition of science by the University when 
it earried to the extent of conferring honorary 
degrees upon four of the distinguished visitors. 
‘It need be no matter for regret 1! 
science has worked for, and is taking a place, 
rot only in the university, but in the schools, 
complementary with that occupied by the 
humanities. For complementary these two 
hranches of learing must ultimately be. All 
the greatest exponents of scientific learning 
have been men of attainment, also in letters, © 
commented His Roval Highness. | 

He reminded them that one of the principal 
aims of the Association was “ to obtain more 
eeneral attention for the objects of science, 
and the removal of any disadvantages of a 
public kind which impeded its progress. 

The Prince “Consort, when he was President 
of the Association in 1859, indicated his view 
of the situation at that time. ‘‘ We may be 
justified,’’ he said, *‘ in hoping that, by the 
gradual diffusion of science, and its increas 
ing recognition as a principal part of our 
national education, the public in general, no 
less than the Legislature and the State, will 
more and more recognise the claims of science 
to their attention. so that it may no longer 
require the begging box. but speak to the 
State like a favoured child to its parents, sure 
of his parental solicitude for its welfare; that 
the State will recognise in science one of ‘ts 
elements of strength and prosperity, to foster 
whichethe clearest dictates of self-interest de-

mand.”’ 

It might fairly be 
foreshalowed in those 
large measure, attained The progress to- 
wards it was visible, if slow. down to the end 
of the last centurv. but the beginning of a 
new era was marked by the establishment of 
the National Physical Laboratory. The Prince 
nroceeded to detail the historical sequence of 
events which had strengthened interaction be- 
tween science and the State. 


IMPORTANCE OF RESEARCH. 

“ Research alone.” he said, “can provide 
the knowledge on which must based all 
wise and effective legislation or administrative 
action, in the interests of the nation’s health. 
Yet, until 1913, the State had played, at best, 
a subsidiary part in the organisation of such 
research and the provision of its material 
support. “Under the new conditions the State 
is actively concerned with the promotion and 
co-ordination of medical research towards 
conquest of those infirmities with which 
ignerance has afflicted humanity.” 

Having instanced the discovery of insulin 
and the advantages of sunlight treatment, he 
said—“‘ There can surely be no plainer duty, 
for a State charged with the health of an 
industrial civilisation, than. to promote with 
all its resources the search for such knowledge 
as this, as well as to provide for its applica- 
tion when obtained. 

“ Among diseases which painfully affect the 
popular imagination, cancer has an evil pre- 
eminence, largely on account of its mysterious, 
and therefcre seemingly inevitable, nature. 
For many years past a volume of investiga- 
tion, supported by private benefactions and 
organised charity, has patiently accumulated 
knowledge of the beginnings of cancer and the 
conditions of its growth. Now, at length, 
there are signs of more rapid progress towards 
a penetration of its secret. Patience and

When Mr. Blythe introduced his Budget 
he stated that he intended to prohibit the 
placing of bets outside the Free State, 
and a clause to enforce this decision is 
included in the Betting Act. Mr. 
Churchill, in his latest speech, made no 
reference to such a prohibition, but he has 
since fallen into line with the Free State. 

The text was issued in London yesterday 
of the bill presented in the House of 
Commons to prohibit the making with 
bookmakers of bets on events to be deter- 
mined in Great Britain, unless the bets 
are made in Great Britain. 

There are only two clauses, one giving 
the title and the other being as follows :— 

With a view to preventing the evasion of 
ihe betting duty, it is hereby enacted that 
it shall not be lawful for any person in 
Great Britain to make, or offer to make, with 
as, bookmaker a ‘bet on an event to be deter- 
mined in Great Britain unless the bet is 
made, or to be made in Great Britain, and 
for the purpose of this Act a bet shall be 
deemed not to be made in Great Britain, iJ, 
in the case of a bookmaker who carries on 
business both within sand without Great 
Britain. it is made with a branch of the 
business outside Great Britain. i 

2. If any person acts in contravention of 
this Act he shali be liable in respect of each 
offence to an Excise penalty of £100.

TRIBUTE TO CAPTAIN 
WILLOWS. 


A verdict of accidental death 
turned at the inquest at Kempston, near 
Bedford, yesterday, on Mr. William 
Harbage and Captain Willows, two of the 
five victims of Tuesday s balloon accident. 

Sir Samuel Hoare, Secretary of State 
for Air, has sent the following telegram 
to Mrs. Willows, wife of the balloon pilot ; 
‘‘ Please accept my profound sympathy in 
the tragic accident which has resulted in 
the death of your husband, whose pioneer 
work contributed so much to the develop- 
ment of lighter-than-air craft in this 
country.” 

EVIDENCE AT THE INQUEST. | 

After the fall of the balloon basket, which 
was due to the tearing of the net at the 
top, Captain Willows was found with his 
neck broken,.and a man and a woman were 
also dead. The remaining two showed signs 
of life, but died afterwards. 

At the inquest evidence was given by Mr. 
Philip Menton, a balloon repairer in the 
employ of Messrs. Spencer and Sons, who 
supplied the balloon. It was, he said, about 
sixty feet up when the disaster occurred, and 
a large number of men were doing their best 
to haul it down. ‘The balloon was in perfect 
working order. It would have been a good 
thing if the cable had broken, because the 
pilot would then have been able to navigate 
the balloon. The hundred men pulling hard 
on the rope would undoubtedly have the 
effect of causing the net to tear worse.

STABILISING THE FRANC. 


——— - é ———— 


The Times Paris Correspondent telegraphed 
last night :—The text of the Banque de France 
Bill, the third of M. Poincaré’s financial 
measures, is published to-day. It consists of 
four clauses and runs as follows :—(I.) The 
law of February 12th, 1916, forbidding the 
purchase at a premium of the national 
currency does not apply to the Banque de 
France. (H.) The Banque de France is 
authorised to proceed to purchase gold and 
securities on the market. (IIJ.) Notes issued 
by the Banque de France to an amount 
corresponding . to this currency — gold 
and securities purchased are not counted in 
the total of the permissible note issue fixed 
by the law of December 4th, 1925. (IV.) 
The Minister of Finance is authorised, during 
a period of three months from the promnu! 
gation of the present. law, to conclude with 
the Governor of the Banque de France all 
necessary conventions, enabling the Banque 
de France to prepare, by means of the 
restoration of the franc, the stabilisation of 
the currency. 

The production of M. Poincare’s new bill 
has excited much interest, not merely in 
regard to the merits of the measure itself, 
but because of the _ indication it 
gives of the possible tendenci¢ s j 
the Prime Minister’; financial policy, 
more particularly of its relation to the plan 
of the Committee of Experts. Both the 
Sinking Fund Bill and the Banque de France 
Bill closely follow the recommendations of 
the experts, and the latter is one of the 
measures proposed by them as among those 
to be taken in the first of the three stages 
leading to stabilisation. The experis sug- 
gested :—(1) That the advances of the Banque 
de France to the State should be finally 
fixed at the present figure; (2) that notes 
issued by the Bank as a counterpart oi its 
purchases of gold or of foreign curvreicy 
should not b> counted in circulating the 
maximum of the fiduciary circulation, and 
(3) that the gold reserve of the Bank should 
be increased by the purchase of goid coin In 
France at a rate near to that of the exchange 
rate.

A VALUABLE 
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TRADE. 


IMPORTS VALUE  £4,000,000. 


Mr. Patrick McKenna, T.D., President of 
the Irish Pig Dealers’ Association, explained 
that the conference had been called at the 
request of the National Executive of the 
irish Farmers’ Union ewing to the embargo 
placed on the importation of Dutch and Bel- 
gian pork into Great Britain, to see if any- 
thing could be done to capture at least some 
of the trade now lost to these Continental 
countries. According to the statistics pub- 
lished, 700,000 cwts. of dead pork, repre- 
senting, roughly, 1,000,000 small pigs from 
BO to 120 lbs. dead weight, and value in 
money for four million pounds, were an- 
nually imported into Great Britain. The 
danger to {ivish farmers was that if those 
countries, 1inst whom the markets of Great 
Britain \ closed so far as fresh pork was 
eoncerned. could not send their pigs in the 
of pork, they would revert to bacon 
curing. lf this country had to meet that 
additional competition. coupled with the 
heavy opposition from Danish, Canadian and 
American rivals. the future prospects of the 
pig and bacon industries, which affected the 
fortuves of so many of thg people, would not 
Consequently, with 

* 
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appear to be very rosy. ! wit 
a view to having the whole question carefull 
considered by the various interests concerned, 
that conference had been called to see if im- 
mediate action could be taken to capture 
that large trade and formulate some line ol 
policy for the guidance of pig-feeders and 
producers in this country. 

Looked at from the broad 
standpoint, it is evident at a glance, he said, 
that a radical error exists somewhere in our 
commercial system, for Ireland should stand 
out prominently as ap exceedingly high-class 
pig-producing country in close proximity to 
44 millions of consumers. Now, what is 
wrong? because there is, undoubtedly, some- 
thing wrong. A glance at our agricultural 
statistics at the present time will show that 
the national productions of both animal and 
cereal foods are considerably less than they 
were some vears Secondly, that our 
home producers, who are in close proximity 
to those millions of consumers, are success- 
fully being driven from their markets by the 
farmers of remote countries, who are handi 
cepped by dear labour and heavy transit 
charges. This is especially true of the pig 
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industrv. Our stocks of pigs, according to 
last statistics published, are the lowest 
the famine vears. The effect of the 
failure of the potato crop in that year was to 
prevent the production of pigs and to force 
a sale of those on hand. But in 1846, the 
vear before the famine, the export of live 
pigs to Great Britain was 480.827. People 
then prophesied that the race of pigs would 
disappear from the poor people. But no! 
During the four years following the famine 
the number of pigs in Ireland increased 
steadily, and normal exports of live pigs were 
resumed. 
EXPORT TRADE ALMOST DEAD, 
From 1880 to 1901 we exported alive 
11,576,791, or an average of nearly half a 
million a year. To-day our exports of live 
pigs, compared. with those years, unless 
for a few months of winter and 
spring, are practically mil, Our ex- 
port trade is practically wiped out. One 
would naturally expect then that owing 
to the few live pigs which are being shipped 
that. our bacon-curers were reaping a. rich 
harvest. The reverse is the case. There is 


hardly a single bacon-curing factory in Ireland | 


that made ends meet last year—much less pay 
a dividend. This is all the more reason why 
a conference such as this is useful in order to 
focus the eves of our Government on the 
perilous condition in which this one time 
great industry is now placed. It has been 
stated by critics the agricultural ¢com- 
munity that the decline in the national pro- 
duction of both animal and cereal foods is due 
to the fact that our present race of farmers’ 
sons are lazy and will not work; that our 
farmers’ daughters, since they commenced to 
wear silk stockings, have got too grand to 
feed pigs.

I deny this, and hold that the 
farmers’ lads of to-day are as good and in- 
dustrious any lads in the world if they 
got any encouragement. The farmers’ 
daughters have just as good a right to wear 
silk stockings as another section of our 
community have to wear silk hats, and if the 
truth were admitied it is the farmers’ sons 
and daughters who have put the silk hats on 
the heads of the bulk of our new aristocracy, 

What, then, is the position’ It is that the

Unless amongst those 
of us who were engaged in that industry, a 
large number of our people how forget that 
during the ‘eighties and afterwards we did a 
big trade with the London markets.

The railway authorities in Great Britain 
and Ireland say with much plausibility: We 
have invested 900 millions sterling in building 
the railways and receive but a poor return 
for the capital invested, and that lower rates 
would interfere with their small profits. They 
also maintain that foreign produce comes to 
them in bulk quantities, and that if they 
cid not carry it at low rates the public would 
be deprived of a large amount of food tha’ 
is now provided for them cheaply. Bu 
charity begins at home.” No one will desire 
i any way to interfere with the rights 
acquired by the railway companies upon the 
faith of which they have invested their 
capital, and the farmers of this country who 
are not Socialists da not desire that our rail 
wavs should be asked to bear:a greater 
wurden than is reasonably possible for them ; 
hut here is a national industry which is in 
danger of extinction, and “we feel that it 
will be in the interests of the railways from 
a purely business standpoint to consider what 
can be done in the way of better facilities 
and lower rates. If economic conditions fab 
vent that. we are satisfied that it is the duty 
of the Government to come to our aid and 
us the facilities to emable us to carry 
on, We were led to believe at the passage ct 
the Railway Bill that rates and fares would 
be materially reduced, but those promises 
were Dead Sea fruit.

1 am also pleased to see here 
representatives of our various departments si 
State. because the aid of the Government will 
he invaluable. This meeting is a very repre- 
sentative one. You have here the best brains 
in the pig trade, including men like Mr, 
McCarren of Cavan, Mr. Sharkey of Dromod, 
Mr. Bowe of Waterford and Dublin—men 
who handled ‘in their time hundreds of 
thousands of live and dead pigs. You have 
also Mi. Bouyer, of London. who handled 
in the London market thousands of dead 
Dutch pigs, and the best heads of the various 
departments, together with the representa- 
tives of the Irish Farmers’ Union and rail- 
way and shipping interests, and I trust that 
as a result of our deliberation an industry 
will be started that will eventually put Ire- 
land again ‘‘.on the pig’s back.” 
SOME PROBLEMS. . 
Colonel Gibbon said that the project pre- 
sented a few problems for consideration, The 
first was that of the supply of pigs. It had 
to be recognised at once that for the coming 
year ey could not produce any more pigs 
than those now in course of production. It 
had also to be recognised that to get the 
supplv of pigs required for the London pork 
trade, the number available for bacon curers 
at home would be lessened. After the first 
year the country should be able to produce 
four times the number of pigs now being pro- 
duced, and there would be enough to run 
both an export pork and a home curing trade. 
The position was that there was a market 
worth four million pounds a year waiting 
for the Irish farmer. The question was, how 
was that market to be secured? The first 
essential was to establish a high quality of 
produce. If. everyone were to be allowed to 
send carcases to London packed in sacks and 
in any condition, the market would be closed 
against this country for ever. He thought 
that the Government should step in at once, 
and put into force whatever powers they 
had to regulate the export of pork carcases, 
is they had regulated the export of eggs. 
Without an Act of the Legislature, it would 
be impossible, he was afraid, for the Go- 
vernment to be very drastic, but they would 
have the backing of the whole agricultural 
community in enforcing such control as 
would ensure that pork would not be placed 
on the London market in such a condition as 
to ruin the future prospects of the trade. 
He pointed out that the Wexford Co-opera- 
tive meat factory was arranging for a con- 
ference next week with salesmen from the 
London market, with the intention of start- 
ing the trade at the opening of the season 
in October next. The weight required in 
London was 112 to 130 pounds, live. It was 
‘’ the utmost importance for those engaged 
in pig production to know that, if they 
wanted to be ready for the pork market, 
they would have to start feeding the bon- 
hams when six weeks old. In Wexford 
they were fortunate in their dealings with 
the Great Western Railway, which promised 
to give them all the facilities enjoved 
formerly by the Continental importers. They 
promised .to supply crates for the carcases, 
and to run a special meat train every night 
from Fishguard direct into the London

DEPARTMENT'S VIEW. 

Dr. Hinchcliffe said that the Department of 

\griculture was already interesting itself in 

question. They were satisfied that there 
are in the country pigs suitable for the 
London trade, but the trouble was that during 
the coming winter the supply would not be 
sufficient for that trade and for the curing 
trade. At the moment they had not exact 
particulars of the pig population, but there 
was every indication that it had increased 
in the last year, during which there had been 
a very brisk demand for premium boars. 

The Department had got over samples of 
the crate used by the Dutch importers. They 
had under consideration the question of en- 
suring that the pork left this country in the 
best condition for the market, but had not yet 
decided, on the best method to be adopted. 
They had many reports from the other side 
to the effect that the Irish pork trade had 
been greatly harmed in the past -by the 
carcases arriving in the London market in a 
That was 
a matter which would have to be dealt with 
either by legislation or in the manner sug- 
gested by ‘olonel Gibbo: R 

RAIL AND STEAMED SERVICES. 

Mr. David Barry said that he could assure 
the conference that everything possible would 
done by the carrying companies to en- 
courage the pork trade by giving the best 
possible transit at the lowest economic rates 
On the euestion of the comparison 
of rates from the Continent and from Ireland, 
he would point out that the’ rates of wages 
in the carrying trades on the Continent were 
lower than here. That would explain the 
disparity in the rates charged. Notwithstand- 
ing that. the railway and shipping companies 
were prepared to do everything to encourage 
the Irish farmer to capture the market now 
at his feet. The companies would be at the 
disposal of the conference at al! times. 

THE RAILWAYS. 

Mr. Elliott, for the Great Southern Rail- 
ways; Mr.. Manger, for the Great Western, 
and Mr. Thompson, for the London, Midland 
and Scottish Railways, supported Mr. Barry's 
expression of sympathy with the project, The 
last-named reminded the: meeting that Mr. 
Burgess always had the interests of Ireland 
at heart. 

ANOTHER CONFERENCE SUGGESTED. 

Mr, Sullivan, Department of Industry and 
Commerce, said that it would be a pity to do 
anything to shake the important Irish industry 
of bacon-curing. In view of that he would 
Suggest a conference with the curers. 

Mr. Baxter said that no one would suggest 
any action which would be detrimental to the 
bacon-curing industry. The primary considera- 
tion, however, was the industry of agriculture 
as a whole. It would be a good thing if they 
had the statistics of the present pig popula- 
tion and the number available for the next 
six months. Thev would then know what 
would be the minimum available for the curing 
trade. They should do something at once to 
capture the pork market. He would suggest 
that in certain definite areas an energetic start 
should be made immediately to get portion of 
the trade. The practical thing was to face 
that now, 

Mr. Sharkey pointed out that already in 
certain areas there are slaughter-houses readv 
for the start to be made. He suggested that 
the Government should try to increase the 
supply of pigs by giving sows to people of a 
certain valuation. The Á cés would have to 
be educated to raise pork pigs. The curers 
now talked about a shortage of pigs, but in 
1924 they could not handle half the number 
offer to them. 

Mr. Dring suggested Government, facilities 
to enable every cottager to keen a sow. 

HIGHER PRICES PROBABLE. 

Mr. Bowe pointed out that the present 
price In: London was not so good to the 
Irish producer as the price for home curing. 
It would take a year or two to get back 
their pork trade, but nothing could be done 
without the assistance of the Government.

Whilst the shows in which the Royal Dub- 
lin Society gives a lead, not only to Ireland 
but, in some measure to th; whole farming 
world, all converge aro~nd agriculture, there 
is one direction in whih the Horse Show 
may be taken as peculiarly typ cal of the con- 
ditions which govern the work of the modern 

This week’s Show reveais a wide 
That word has come to be identi 
th the gap which separates producer 
from consumer, ind especially in the matter 
of price; but there is also a growing chasm 
within forming itself. It is a far cry from 
horse-breeding, which the Show specifically 
exists to serve, to the marketing of pork, 
which was mace the subject of a special con- 
ference at the Show this week. Both sub 
jects, indeed, are included under agriculture 
in its broadest sense; but how different are 
the interests which each represents, how wide 
apart the ‘‘ science’’ and “ practice” which 
guide them! 
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other principal cereais and to the root crops 
But how dificult it is for the Irish smal 
farmer, who cannot concentrate on 
oa growing or any one branch of farming, 
to the exclusion of the the mixed 
farm, to be confronted with results of 
specialisation not in one but in 
fields of research. Where is 
school-taught (or even the 
tivated) brain that can follow 
on the small farm? Such 
born, not made, and they 
genius. 
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is it a Danger ? 


This specialisatiou-spread is as inevitable as 
it is dangerous. We took up a privately 
issued synopsis th other day, a com- 
pilation recently made up from 
Continental and other foreign Press 
cuttings, and, reading at random, we found 
articles on the following subjects :—Credit 
banks in Denmark, Russian butter, Danish 
pigs butter control in New Zealand, beet 
reeding, Australian forestry, fertilisers in the 
United States. At a first glance a reader may 
say that these are matters mainly concerning 
our competitors, but for that very reason 
they no less nearly concern our own small 
farmers with whom these Danes and Ameri 
cans compete. Again, just at random, we 
looked through a recent Journal of the 
Department of Agriculture.” It dealt with 
seed potatoes, silage experiments, home-cured 
bacon, egg-laying competitions, spraying 
machines, egg setting, calf feeding, milk con- 
tamination, forest policies, registered bulls, 
and a diverse number of other farming sub- 
jects. With one doubtful exception, there 
was nothing in the issue that had not a 
direct, practical bearing on the potential, if 
not the actual, work of any small farm, and 
vet not a tithe of the subjects of which any 
Irish farmstead may he the daily scene of 
operations was discussed, in the nature of 
things, coald be discussed in farming 
periodical. 
()ne wonders how the small brain “ of a! 
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front of the farmers’ difficulties—is certainly 
growing worse year by year. The study of 
tarming is the study of all nature. It can- 
not be either accomplished or applied, except 
in association, and even then it can only 
be utilised profitably by those who are in a 
position to concentrate upon those results 
they have worked out in their special plot 
or field of study, experiment and practice. 
In Ireland this is peculiarly difficult. We 
have, we are often told. the best climate im 
the world. The price we pay for its 
temperateness is that we have not got the 
same facilities for specialised farming that 
obtains in countries where only one or a 
fos types of farming can be made profitable. 
' far, at any rate, we cannot compete with 
 iailhaú or East European wheats We 
may raise cattle better fitted for the British 
market than South America can, but we can 
do it on the same scale, nor (therefore) 
same price.

We may have to leave, in the 
future as for many years past, the extensive 
growing of wheat to larger countries with a 
warmer summer climate, and so with other 
crops.

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FEEDING MILCH COWS ON PASTURE.

CAKE SUPPLEMENTS NECESSARY. 


(BY BROOD BUCKEE.) 

In late summer and autumn the feeding 
value of pasture decreases on account ol the 
changes due to growth. As the season ad- 
vances the proportion of fibre increases, and 
the herbage is not nearly as digestible as in 
the spring, when most of the plants have 
been actively growing. Moreover, some of the 
best grasses—like Meadow  Foxtail, for in- 
stance—will have passed their season, their 
place being taken by other plants relatively 
inferior, Hence we cannot judge an autumn 
pasture by the standards we would use in 
spring. There may be just as much roughage 
in an autumn pasture, but the cattle cannot 
get as much nourishment from it, often not 
half as much as from an equal bulk of pasture 
grass In spring. 

Store cattle and cows of 
make up for this deficiency ol 
consuming extra quantities according r to their 
needs. ‘Ihe food requirements of "Tettehing 
cattle and deep milking cows are proportion 
ately greater, and since the amount of fodder 
with which they can conveniently deal 1s con- 
fined to certain limits, they cannot consume 
enough to put on a satisfactory daily increas 
or to maintain their full milk flow. This 
lack of nourishment in the pasture is conve 
niently compensated for by appropriate a! 
lowances of cakes or meals. In so far as 
milch cows are concerned an account of econo 
mical methods of making up such allowances 
is here given.

Of home-grown foods oats have the first 
claim. Barley meal has an adverse effect on 
the flow of milk, and should be fed to other 
classes of stock. Indian meal is a valuable 


but. as a purchased food it 
is rather low in protein. Palm nut cake 1s 
equal in feeding value to Indian meal; it 
contains twice as much protein, and is, there- 
fore, more convenient for making suitable 
rations. It is cheap to buy, and well rcpays 
a little patience to introduce it to cows that 
are not accustomed to get it. Decorticated 
cotton cake is ideal for putting on the finish- 
ing touch to rations for milk. On account 
of its highly concentrated character 1t 
should be used only in limited quantities, 
Undecorticated. cotton cake differs from the 
former in that the husk with adhering strands 
of cotton is retained. It is only of about 
half the feeding value of the former, and, 
therefore, hardly economical to purchase. It 
however, valuable astringent properties, 
which make it very useful for counteracting 
scour and the laxative effects of soft grass,

SOME HELPFUL HINTS. 


Urging that the present is a good oppor 
tunity for farmers to go in more largely for 
pig breeding, Mr. J. Moore, Instructor in 
Agriculture for Westmeath, in the course of 
a report to his County Committee of Agricul-
